Drug-related Fatal Overdoses: January 1, 2021, to June 31, 2022
Report Date: December 19, 2022

The DC Office of the Chief Medical Examiner (OCME) investigated a total of 857 deaths due to the use of
substances from January 1, 2021, through June 31, 2022. This report examines the presence of opioids, stimulants,
and alcohol, in deaths observed at the OCME.

Trends in Deaths due to Drug Use

Similar to the rest of the country, the number of fatal drug related overdoses in the District of Columbia has
increased over the past several years. On average, there were 47 drug-related accidental overdoses per month in
2021, with deaths peaking in May, June, and July (Fig 1). On average, there were 48 drug-related accidental
overdoses per month during the first half of 2022.

Overall, approximately 57% of all
fatal drug overdoses occurred
among adults between the ages of
50-69 years old (Fig 3). From
January 1, 2021 through June 31,
2022. During this period, deaths due
to drug use were more prevalent

Overall, 733 or 86% of all drug-related
deaths were among Blacks (Fig 4). This
trend is consistent with opioid-related
deaths.

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Jurisdiction of Residence
Majority of fatal overdoses observed at the OCME from January 1, 2021 to June 31, 2022 were residents of D.C.
(Fig 6a). Within D.C., 62% of all fatal overdoses during this period occurred in Ward 5, 7, and 8 (n=379) (Fig 6b).
